Powers was flying over Russian territory 
should have been called 
The Blue Fairy.’* 
When it and its pilot were brought to earth, 
Some myths cam e to earth, too 
Americans learned, after a sputter of awk­ 
ward and foolish official falsehoods, that their 
governm ent is as ruthless as they know the. 
Russian government is in espionage. 
The only reason this was a shock, instead 
e l confirmation of something ardently to be 
hoped for, is that citizens of the United States 
had been sheltered against the facts of inter­ 
national life. 
It never should have been a 
secret that 
Central Intelligence Agency was doing every­ 
thing in its power to keep posted about the 
Soviet Union. It now can be assumed that 
CIA agents and operatives are at work 365 
days a year inside Russia, as it always has 
been assumed that Russian agents are at 
work 365 days a 
year 
inside 
the 
United 
States. 
It may be possible, as Americans learn to 
think in this new dimension of reality that 
they will concede their own government has 
us strong a right to survival as any other 
governm ent. Instead of being ashamed 
be­ 
cause one American on a spy mission was 
cau ^ it at a time and in 
a 
m anner 
that 
proved em barrassing, Americans may learn 
to be proud because their government is show­ 
ing more know-how and knowwhy than they 
fa d given it credit for. 


ANY EFFECT on the summit conference 
would not be

ground of that particular event. 
Two significant facts have been added to 
gbe background of other events and circum ­ 


stances, however — and these must be com* 


prehended quickly in order to appraise what 


is likely to happen next. 


First, every foreign nation that houses a 
U.S. air base has been given notice that it 
is under Soviet suspicion as a source of un­ 
friendly activity and eventually might 
be 
under Russia missile attack. .Pakistan, Tur­ 
key and Norway are directly and im m ediate­ 
ly concerned. The U2 flight started in Pakis* 
tan and apparently was 
interrupted 
by 
a 
stopover in Turkey en route to Norway. The 
U.S. mutual security program is in trouble. 


Second, the United States now has reason 
to believe that Russia m ay have ground-to- 
air missiles capable of bringing down a high- 
altitude plane. This is a counter-weapon the 
Russians reportedly had not perfected. 
If 
their antiaircraft missiles new can home in 
wi and bring down a small plane flying at 
something more than 60.000 feet, the United 
States needs to dem onstrate in the near fu­ 
ture that it can do the sam e thing. 


Planners for the Strategic Air Command 
are confronted with evidence that their m as­ 
sive retaliation strategy, in the event of a 
missile attack or even a bomber attack on 
the United States, is not quite as massive as 
it was before 


HUEN THESE and other realizations have 
been mulled over and filed in the order of 
their importance, the most important is likely 
to be the realization that the United States 
Is being utterly realistic 
about the Soviet 
Union as a source of international tension.

Overthrow Bill from South Korea 


The latest report on the situation in South 
Korea provides an object lesson in how 
expensive "interference in internal affairs’* 
ta n prove to be. 
The dispatch says the new South Korean 
••caretaker” government plans to ask the Unit* 
wd States to foot the 20-million-dollar bill for 
ewerthrowing the regim e of Syngman Rhee. 
Itemized, the dun would include such ex­ 
penses as one million for new elections, 3 
Billion for back salaries for government em ­ 
ployes not paid during the period of political 
turmoil and hefty charges for the adm inistra­ 
tion of m artial law and repair of many pub­ 
lic buildings damaged by dem onstrators. 
Aside from the fact that United States aid 
Is all that keeps the South Korean economy 
Jpom disintegrating in normal times, we are 
faced with the further fact that we stepped 
in when riots broke out and urged the Rhee 
government to do something about the corrup­ 
tion that caused the riots in the first place. 
* Tt d>d. It quit, because that finally became 


the only way it could help restore order 
Out of the chaos cam e the estim ate of 20 
minion dollars in extra expenses. This is in 
addition to the 220 million dollars already 
granted this year to South Korea under va­ 
rious forms of aid. 
That brings up another sidelight. An inves­ 
tigation is now under way in Seoul to try to 
find out how much of Hie "norm al" aid has 
found its way out of U.S.-sponsored projects 
and into the pockets of politicians in the old 
regime. 
The United States hasn’t much choice but 
to foot the bill, because South Korea is still 
im portant to us. If we put money into the 
tiny country when dem ocracy was disinte­ 
grating, we would look pretty silly refusing 
money when efforts are afoot to restore de­ 
mocracy. 
But it Is just this sort of situation that 
makes any president’s foreign aid requests 
hard to sell to the Americans who are fork­ 
ing over the tax dollars.

For a decade "I Love Lucy” came over the 
air in the form of two hearts that beat as one. 
They seemed an antidote to global growls, 
farldw ide conflicts, ultim atum s and talk of 
air-raid shelters. Arrival of their babies grip­ 
ped the country as much as an election cam ­ 
paign, if not more. 
Lucille made the country roar and Desi was 
a big help, with cr without a bongo routine. 
They cheered sourpusses, troubled souls and 
"shut-ins. 
• That the picture could be as false as a TV 
quiz setup was unsuspected. A video fan could 
as easily have thought Mr. and Mrs. Perry 
Como were not getting along.

It is also being asserted that the 
President should have known in 
detail every minute of the day 
w hat missions were planned for 
every pilot in the far-flung opera­ 
tions of the United State* over­ 
seas, so that this particular flight 
could have been cancelled. 
This is precisely what the Com­ 
m unists desire—to halt all defense 
operations by the Allies, including

These are delicate operations but 
the advantages outweigh the dis­ 
advantages, risks m ust be taken 
because the stakes are high—the 
defense of the United States. 

Lyndon Johnson, The Demo­ 
cratic m ajority leader, during the 
course of a splendid speech to the 
Senate, on Tuesday said: 
“Espionage 
a n d intelligence- 
gathering are not something that 
cause the cold war. They are mere­ 
ly by-products of the cold war— 
something that 
follows 
logically 
when nations cannot 
trust 
each 
other. . . . 
"Nikita Khrushchev cannot use 
this incident in such a way as to 
divide the American people and to 
weaken our national strength. The 


American people are united in a 
dr term na: .on to preserve our free­ 
doms and we are not going to be 
shaken from that course ’’ 
Chairman C l a r e n c e Cannon, 
Democrat, of the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee, in a sim ilar note 
of 
statesm anship, 
said 
to 
the 
house of Representatives that tie 
Central Intelligence 
Agency 
has 
been admonished by Congress each 
year that it must m eet situations 
that might result in surprise s t­ 
ack by adoping effecive meas­ 
ures. He declared: 
"The American forces m ust be 
apprised of any future preparation 
for attack in tim e to meet it. The 
plan they have been following is 
their answer to that demand. And 
I want to take advantage of the 
opportunity 
to 
compliment 
and 
thank Director Allen W. Dulles and 
his rem arkable corps for the ad­ 
m irable way in which they have 
m et the situation 
through 
these 
years later. 
“They are enticed to the highest 
commendation by the department 
and the Congress and the Ameri­ 
can people. 
“ We cannot permit another Ko­ 
rea. We cannot take the ri-k of 
carnage and national devastator!

Officer Asks 
Dismissal of 
Bribery Count 


CANTON, Ohio (AP)—Robert H. 
Dennison, 39, a suspended Massil­ 
lon patrolman, asks that a bribery 
indictment 
against him be dis­ 
missed without trial. 
He seeks the action in a plea in 
abatement and a motion to quash 
filed Wednesday in Stark County 
Common Pleas Court here. A hear­ 
ing was set for Friday morning by 
Judge George N. Graham. 
Dennison was charged with ac­ 
cepting a bribe in one of the first 
indictments returned by a special 
grand jury investigating gambling 
and vice in Stark County. 
He contends the indictment does 
not list all the counts separately as 
required by law, the special grand 
jury is illegally seated, the indict­ 
ment was obtained by threats 
and a duress of a witness or wit­ 
nesses and the indictment was ob­ 
tained in violation of a constitu­ 
tional right that prevents a wit­ 
ness from testifying against him­ 
self. 
An answer to the allegations, 
denying them and asking that they 
be stricken from the record, was 
filed by Asst. Atty. Gen. Joseph 
K. Ralston, in charge of the state’s 
investigation in Stark County. 
Indictment against Dennison ac­ 
cuses him of accepting and solicit­ 
ing a bribe from Jessie Toles on 
or about Oct. I, 1957 and at other 
tim es after that.
